Suit Prepared to Test Legality 
of League Organization. 


ALSO SUES FOR $25,000 
Charge to Be Made That Base- 


ball Is Interstate Commerce 
and Subject to Control. 


A move to test for the first time in 
court the legality of the organization 
which controls baseball is about to be 
made in the United States Court in St 
Louis by John J. (Jack) O'Connor, for- 
mer manager of the St. Louis Browns. 

A petition asking $25,000 damages and 
naming each of the eight clubs of th: 
American League as being in a trust 
has been drawn up by O'Connor's at- 
torneys. Hormce L. Dyer and Walte 
N. Davis. 

It will be alleged that organized base- 
ball is interstate commerce and as su- 
should be regulated by the United State 
Government, with a view to preventin 
the clubs from making chattels of th 
baliplayers. 

Recentiy Won Suit on Contract. 

O’Connor recently in the Circuit Cou) 
won a suit for $5000 against the St. Loui 
Club on the ground that it had failed ¢ 
pay him his contract salary for the yea 
1911, and had at the same time pr: 
vented him from playing with any othe 
club. 

In the petition now ready to be file 
in the Federal Court, O’Connor charges 
that the national agreement,” 


46 minor leagues are operated, is a vio- 
lation of the Sherman anti-trust law 
and the interstate commerce regulations. 

Up to this time the so-called Baseball 
Trust has never permitted a case in- 
volving the legality of the organization 
to go to trial in a court of law. 

It has tried a majority of such cases 
under its own rules of procedure, and 
where suit has been threatened it has 
compromised rather than permit the le- 
gality of organized baseball to be passed 


en by the courts. 


Reserve Clause Attacked. 


| The petition prepared in O’Connor’s 
attacks the 


legality and the equity

in reserve after his contract with the 
team has expired. This clause is the 
one which frequently has caused or- 
ganized baseball to be lkened to 


peonage. 

It will be alleged in the petition that 
men have been bought and sold as 
chattels and that although under con- 
tract with certain teams they have been 
prevented from playing and have been 
denied the right to earn their livelihood 
in the business or calling for which they 
have spent the greater part of their 
lives in training, and for which they 
are best fitted. 

Under the terms of contracts made 
with players by clubs in the baseball 
organization controlled by what e 
known as the National Commission, 
composed of these players, the player 
must work for a stated salary and for 
a given period. When his contract ex- 
pires he is not free to find employment 
with any other big League club. 

He is still the property of the club 
with which he made his contract and 
until that club gives him his freedom 
he must remain unemployed, although 
hig contract has expired and his salary 
has been stopped. 

Gets None of Purchase Price. 

Frequently the club holds a player in 
reserve until it has an opportunity to 
sell him for a large cash price to some 
other team in the combination. The 
player gets no part of the purchase 
price paid for him, and is not compen- 
gated for the time which he has lost 
while prevented from playing because 
of the reserve“ clause. 

Treble Damages Possible. 

Attorney Dyer told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Thursday that the suit will 
be filed Saturday or Monday. While it 
will nominally ask for $25,000 damages, 


the Sherman anti-trust law, he said, | 


provides that the judge must, as a 
further penalty, multiply by three any 
damages granted by a jury. If a ver- 
dict for $25,000 is returned in O’Con- 
nor’s favor the Judge, according to 
Dyer, must order a judgment for $75,000. 
Wii Not Ask Dissolution, 

The petition will not ask for the dis- 
solution of the American League, or «f 
organized baseball, because of its al- 
leged violation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 

Attorney Dyer said that it was 
thought best to leave such action to 
the Attorney-General of the United 
States, whorin the event that O' Conner 
is victorious, may be asked to file a dis- 
solution suit on the part of the United 
States Government. 

While the National League clubs and 
those connected with the minor leagues 
will not be named as defendants, che 
petition will show in what way they 
are all combined to make up the so- 
called Baseball Trust.

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AMERICANS LOSE 6 
IN FIERCE BATTLE, 
BUT ROUT MOROS 


Two Infantry Privates and Four 
Scouts Killed, 12 Wounded, 
in Jolo Fight. 


12 COMPANIES IN ATTACK 


Pershing’s Aim Is Disarmament, 
but Certain Officials Are 
Sceptical of Scheme. 


3y Associated Press. 

MANILA, June 12.—The entrenchments 
of the rebellious forces under the Sultan 
of Jolo at Bagsag were taken by the 
American forces today, after a fierce 
battie, in which the American casualties 
were six killed and 12 wounded. 

The killed were two privates of Com- 


any M. Eighth United States Infantry; 
three members of the Fifty-first Com- 
pany of Scouts and one member of the 
Twenty-ninth Company of Scouts. Ed- 
win H. Racklay was wounded in the ieg. 

The casualties are regarded as few 
in view of the stubborn resistance which 


the Moros made to the American ad- 
vance. The attacking forces had been 
made up unusually strong as a precau- 

‘tion, there being in addition to the 
company of regular infantry, @ troop 
ef cavalry, seven companies of scouts, 
two companies of constabulary with a 
battery of four mountain guns and a 
machine gun platoon. 

The main position of the Moros was 
taken. Although there remains one point 
still occupied in the mountain, the 
mountain guns will be in a position to 
shell it easily. 

Brigadier-General John J. Pershing, 
commander of the Department of Min- 
danao, who led the forces, declares he 
will continue operations in Jolo until 
all the tribesmen’s guns have been tak- 
en and the island is peaceful. 


DISARMAMENT 
PERSHIN\G’S AIM 


Some Officials Believe, How- 
ever, That Tribes, if Dispo- 
2d, Will Get New Arms. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—Complete 
disarmament of the semi-civilized tribes 
in the southern Philippines as a final 
step toward permanent ‘peace in the 
archipelage is the object of the attac« 
upon the Moros, which Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Pershing began today. The Ameri- 
can officer carefully laid his plans 
months ago for his movement. 

In the north disarmament has been 
effected peaceably, and it had been 
hoped that through the good offices 
of the Sultan of Jolo, the savage Mo- 
hammedan tribes in the Jolo group and 
in Mindanao might likewise be induced 
to give up their weapons. 

Negotiations were carried on with the 
various Dattos with the active sympathy 
and support of the Sultan of Jolo, but 
recent advices made it appear that the 
disarmament policy could be carried out 
only by force. 


Pershing in Absolute Charge, 
The War Department was not advised 


of this last move by Gen. Pershing, who 
has been given a free hand in the con- 
duct of his campaign, but the officials 
have no doubt his plans will result in 
the full establishment of the authority 
of the United States Government in the 
southern Philippines. A forward move- 
ment of the kind made today was ex- 
pected some time ago, but the officials 
are satisfied that Gen. Pershing post- 
poned his advance designedly in order 
to accumulate a sufficient force of na- 
tive and American soldiery to over- 
whelm the opposition and thereby re- 
duce to a minimum the casualties on 
both sides. 

A degree of skepticism prevalls in cer- 
tain quarters in the War Department as 
to the probable efficacy of disarmament 
as a means of estaolishing a permanent 
peace. It was suggested today that 
through their pearl fisheries and other 
valuable resources the natives in the 
Jolo group are wealthy, and would have 
little difficulty in replacing the archaic 
weapons they now possess with im- 
proved firearms secured from nearby 
Borneo, thereby making them more 
formidable than ever. 

Gen. Wood has cabled to Ma jor-Gener- 
al Bell, commanding the Philippines di- 
vision, for an immediate report on the 
the operations Brigadier-General Persh- 
ing is conducting against the Moros in 
the Jolo Archipelago. The general staff 
is considerably disturbed by the mention 
of the Sultan of Jolo as leading the 
hostile Moros, for it has been under- 
stood that he had thrown his influence 
with the Americans.

The most important changes 
involve higher duties on the more ex- 
pensive grades of cotton goods and re- 
ductions in the less expensive grades, 
on the theory that those desiring lux- 
uries must pay for them. 

Cotton Yarn Rate Raised. 

The rate on cotton yarns has been 
raised all along the line. Cotton 
hosiery has been given a little more 
rrotection than that afforded by the 
House Underwood bill.

English Were Handicapped Be- 
cause They Did Not Know 
American Game, He Says. 


By LIONEL JAMES, 


Special Staff Correspondent of the 
London Times. 


NEW YORK. June 12.—The difference 
between American and English time 
made it impossible Tuesday to furnisn 
a cool, reflective comment on the polo 
match. It will be observed that the is- 


sue of the first chukker had the effect 
upon the game which I had feared. The 
leading issues, in my opinion, were as 
follows. 

The combination of the British for- 
wards failed mainly through Edwards 
not playing up to his true form. It is 
possible that Lloyd understood Edwarda 
better than Ritson. But this is not the 
only reason, because when the ball did 
come to Edwards’ area he was rarely 
quick enough upon it. In fact, he played 
disappointingly. He seemed not to get 
the pace out of his ponies. 

The truth is, the Big Four never 
played a better game before, The mer- 
ite of the best team won. 

British Had to Learn. 

The British forces had to learn dur- 
ing the game what the flyaway Ameri- 
can game meant; that it was a case of 
hittihg quickly or losing the ball alto- 
gether and galloping all the time. There 
was no time to consider, as in practice 
games, 

It took them until the middle of the 
fourth chukker to completely realize the 
requirements of the game. From then 
to the end of the seventh chukker. the 
game was practically even, with a 
slight advantage to the British four. 

I do not reckon the last chukker, as 
then, with the score as it was, the Brit- 
ish players gambled in the hope of re- 
trieving the game by individual fortune. 
In the fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh 
chukkers the ball crossed the American 
back line 14 times, of which 10 were 
shots at goal, only two getting through. 

In my opinion, the umpiring erred on 
the ‘side of leniency. Umptiring, of 
course, is beyond the field of criticism. 
except on the principle that in inter- 
national games if it errs, it should err 
on the side of stringency, especially in 
where the play 
becomes passionate. 

Not Despondent at Outlook, 

I am not so despondent about that 
issue of the next match as ost of 
Ritsen has 
no intention of changing his team. 1 
believe the Big Four were at the top 
of their form in the first four chukkers 
of Tuesday’s match. The changed line- 
up caused, by Monte Waterbury’s ac- 
cident, which brought Stoddard in as 
No. 1 and Larry Waterbury as No. 2, 
is not the same thing as the com- 
bination of the brothers Waterbury. 
With regard to the British team we 
must now take into account the fol- 
lowing consideration: 

All four players and ponies profited 
greatly by the first match, Cheape 
realized early in the game that Mil- 
burn cannot be left alone. Edwards has 
his failure to retrieve, or must drop 
forever out of the international class. 

Ritson, as captain, now knows what 
his side has against it, and Lockett, 
whom most people estimated wrongly. 
has the knowledge that he saved jis 
side from an overwhelming disaster. He 
has now mastered his own doubts and 
will enter the lists next Saturday full 
of confidence and knowledge. All the 
ponies are perfectly sound. 

Compares Two Teams. 

I, personally, have far more confidence 
in the next match than I had before 
the first. The Big Four proved itself 
four goals net better than the British. 
Three of these were scored in the first 
chukker under conditions which, I muy 
say, I foresaw and feared. This should 
not happen again. Deduct, therefore, 
two goals or this account. 

This leaves the merit of the téams 23 
five goals to three in favor of the Amer- 
icans. Deduct two goals from the Am r- 
icans as the result of the breaking up 
of the Waterbury combination and add 
two Foals to the British as the result 
of their experience and extension in 
the fast American game, and the ro- 
turns of Edwards to form, and you find 
yourself with this result: England 5 
goals, America 3. 

This I believe to be as near present 
form as academic reckoning can guide 
vou in a sporting competition. In com- 
ing to this conclusion I have been guild - 
ed by the knowledge that in Tuesday's 
match the ball crossed the Ameri*an 
back line 2% times to the 20 the Amer- 
loans put it across the British bak 
line.

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VIEW MINE STRIK 
FIELDS OF BATTLE 


Government Investigators Start 
on a Special Train When 
Hearing Is Delayed. 


CHARLESTON, W. Va., June i12— 
Five United States Senators today 
started back into the West Virginia hills 
to view the “battlefields” of the coal 
strike on Paint Creek and Cabin Creek. 
The failure of former Gov. Glasscocs 
to reach Charleston resulted in the dis- 
9 of the Senate Mine Investigat- 
djing Committee’s program, and prepara- 
tions were made immediately for the 
trip to the mines. 

A special train was provided, and an 
itinerary was arranged which included 
all of the principal mines on both the 
Paint and Cabin Creek spurs of the 
Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad. 

Before starting for the hills the com- 
mittee heard one witness on the sub- 
ject of interference with the postal serv- 
ice. John Goldsborough told that hia 
letters had been opened at the High 
Coal postoffice in the Boomer mine field. 

No further witnesses were on hand 
and the committee adjourned to prepare 
for the trip to the mines. 

Glasscock was Chief Executive of the 
State when the mine workers struck on 
Paint Creek and Cabin Creek, and is- 
sued the proclamation which placed the 
strike district under the dominion of 
the State militia. 

From him the committee desired to se- 
cure the correct evidence as to condi- 
tions which preceded the declaration of 
martial law and proceeding under mar 
tial law. 


Shortening Hearing 
Through the testimony of Staasecock. 


the mine operators planned to place in 
the record their contention that when 
the militia superseded the civil courts tn 
the strike district, the civil authorities 
had notified the Governor that they 
were unable to cope with the situation. 
The ruling of the committee that no 
witness should be compelled to answer 
questions tending to incriminate him- 
self had the effect of eliminating much 
of the cross-examination of witness « 
by the attorneys of the operators.

But while the claimant was being af- 
fectionately greeted by Mrs. Meyer, 
several resident of West Kimmiswick, 
who did not see her, gazed at a photo- 
graph taken of her the day before and 
declared it could not possibly be that of 
the missing woman. 

Among those who declared the pho- 
tograph of the claimant does not beur 
the slightest resemblance to the Pauline 
Meyer who disappeared were William 
and Louis Hampel, brother and cousin 
of the missing woman. C. B. Smith and 
Edward White, who knew Pauline n 
her girthood, also said the picture could 
not be that of the long lost woman.

On the way from Kimmswick to Max- 
ville the claimant was recognized »y 
several of her former friends and greet- 
ed warmly. 

“Who Am If” She Asked. 

“Who am I?” she invariably asked 
those who spoke to her, and when they 
replied that she was Pauline Meyer, she 
added, “That is all I want to know.

AMERICAN YACHT SEIZED 


BY JAPS IN CLOSED PORT 


Columb‘a of New Ycrk, $250,000 Pleasure Craft, 
Forced to Put in for Repairs— Action Unlikely 
to Be Turned Into Diplomatic Incident. 


TOKIO, June 13.—The American yacht 
Columbia was seized by the authorities 
when she put in at Nagahama, whicb 
is not an open port, for repairs. She 
Was on the voyage from Nagasaki to 
Yokohama. 

The official procurator of Nagahama 
is investigating the arrest.“ J. Harvey 
Ladew of the New York Yacht Club, 
the owner, asserts he received verbal 
permission from the custom house au- 
thorities to enter the port of Nagahama 
for repairs. 

The Japanese Government, however, 
declares that it issued a permit for the 
Columbia to visit the Sacred Islet of 
Miyajima and the maritime town of 
Takamatsu, but not Nagahama. 


Closing of Certain Ports Common to 
All Countries, 
WASHINGTON, June 12.—Although 
without advices regarding the seizure

Japanese authorities at Wakayama, offi- 
eials here have no doubt that the vessel 
will be allowed to proceed without pen- 
alty, if it can be shown that she was 
forced to take refuge in the harbor to 
make repairs. 

There is little possibility of the mat- 
ter being turned into a diplomatic inci- 
dent, because a similar prohibition 
against the entry of foreign vessels, ex- 
cept in cases of distress, into any but 
lawfully opened ports, is common to all 
countries, including the United States. 
Sven where a vessel is forced by ea 
cessive weather or exhaustion of sup- 
plies into a closed port, the captain is 
required: to make immediate report of 
his entry to the nearest Collector of 
Customs.

The presumption is, however, 
that the Columbia was seized as re- 
ported for entering a port where thee 
is no quarantine station, but that those 
on board were allowed to go. 


Nagahama, where the yacht is held, 
is not an open port. It is situ- 
ated in the province of that name, and 
lies southeast of Kobe, on the Naruto 
Channel, which divides the matinianc 
from Shikoku Island. Although the 
town has about #00 innabitants, the 
white population ‘s limited to a few 
teachers and missivnaries, probably a 
half a dozen in all. It does not appear 
that any nation has a consular repre- 
sentative there. 

So far as is known there is no dock, 
no repair facilities at Nagahama ana 
there is much wonder as why the Co- 
lumbia sought that port if she was in 
need of repairs. As the port guards 
the channel that opens into the inland 
sea, it is likely that the neighborhood 
is heavily fortified.

Missouri’s “Antl-Alien Law. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The letter.entitled “Do we want Japanese in 
Missouri?” signed “Ozark Farmer,” which ap- 
peared in your issue of June 9. calls my attention 
to the fact that since 1895 Missouri has had an 
arti-alien land law more severe and exclusive than 
the Webb act of California. Section 750 of the 
Revised Statutes of Missouri is as follows: 

It shall be unlawful for any person or per- 
sons not citizens of the United States, or who 
have not declared their intention to become 
such citizens, or for any corporation not cre- 
ated by or under the laws of the United 
States or of some state or territory of the 
United States, to hereafter acquire, hold or 
own real estate so hereafter acquired, or any 
interest therein, in this State, except such as 
may be acquired by inheritance or in good 
faith in the ordinary course of justice in the 
collection of debts: Provided that the prohi- 
bition of this section shall not apply to cases 
in which the right to hold or dispose of lands 
in the United States is secured by existing 
treaties to the citizens or subjects of rene 
countries. 

It is apparent that under this law Japanese and 
Chinese cannot own or hold any interest in real 
estate in this State, for they can not become citi- 
zens of the United States and can not lawfully 
declare their intention to become citizens. The 
fear, therefore, that Japanese will become owners 
or lessees of Missouri land is not well founded, 
for our law does not allow even the three years’ 
lease permitted by the Webb act. It is also much 
farther reaching than the California law, for it 
does not permit any foreigner, no difference what 
his nationality, to own or hold real estate unless 
he has been naturalized or has declared his in- 
tention to become a citizen, and the United States 
has no treaty with any other country giving such 
right to aliens. 

The law further provides that land held in 
violation of {ts provisions shall be forfeited to the 
State of Missouri and makes it the duty of the 
Attorney-General or the Circuit or Prosecuting 
Attorney to enforce such forfefture. The Su-

I have deen reading a great deal lately in the 
papers about the servant girl question; why girls 
won't work out in private families, and it seems 
to be the concensus of opinion that the servant 
girl question becomes a question on account of 
the position the servant occupies in the social 
scale. That is all rot. I am a servant, or as the 
Post-Dispatch usually puts it, a domestic.“ and 
I can truthfully say that the position we occupy 
bothers me very little. I have talked with other 
girls and with very few exceptions I find it is 
the very least among their troubles. 

The servant girl question is one that could be 
very easily solved, and the solution, extra pay 
for extra work. The average “domestic” com- 
mences her day’s work at 6 o’clock and is pretty 
much on the go until 8 o’clock in the evening 
14 hours’ work for about 85 cents.

The “reckless caprice’ of whirling 
storms, so often figuring in current de- 
scription, dis: ppear before the trained 
observer. The madness of the storm is 
discovered to be essentially methodical. 
Except in, a few cases, buildings moved 
from their foundations (at Omaha) were 
routed in a direction opposite to that of 
the hands of a clock, And the great 
prime destructive force of the tornado 
ig not the impact of whirling air. It is 
the explosive force of air confined. 

A tornado is the low pressure center 
of a great inrushing whiri of air. When 
the part vacuum which the storm car- 
ries at its heart envelops a building the 
alr within the building presses outward. 
Windows are great saftey valves. Bulld- 
ings with large auditoriums suffer more 
than those with small rooms. Solid walls 
suffer relatively little, but the brick 
walls with an air space between courses 
are split by the explosive force of the 
confined air. Mortar-lald walls go down 
where cement resists. 

Recommendations for tornado-proof 
construction are somewhat as follows:

BATHING 


Gooseberries and red raspber- 
ries in equal parts make fine pre-, 
serves. For this combination use one 
pound of sugar to each pound of 
fruit, as the gooseberries are tart. In 
combining raspberries and rhubarb, 
use two parts raspberries and one 
quart rhubarb for jam or jelly. 


Asparagus and Pimento Salad— 
Use the tips of asparagus; to a cup- 
ful of these add one each of diced cel- 
ery and chopped pimentos, mix with a 
mayonnaise dressing and serve on let- 
tuce leaves, with a spoonful of dress- 
ing on each, having strips of pimentos 
across it. 


Boston Cream Puffs—Boil one 
pint of water and one cupful of 
butter together, and while boiling 
stir in two cupfuls of flour. Stir hard 
until perfectly smooth. When cool, add 
five eggs well beaten and a pinch of 
soda. Drop evenly on a well-greased 
pan and bake in a hot oven until thor- 
oughly .done. When cool, fill with 
whipped cream and sprinkle pulverized 
sugar over the top. 


Cherry Nectar—Take two quarts 
of cherries, stone and boil for 
one-half hour in a quart of 
water. Strain and boil the juice with 
one pound of sugar to each pint of 
juice for 10 minutes. Then put in the 
cherries and boil for 20 minutes more. 
Serve ice cold in thin glasses. 


Maple Lemonade—For a surprising- 
ly refreshing drink, make ordinary 
lemonade and sweeten with maple 
syrup instead of sugar. 


Milk Shake—Fill a glass two-thirds 
full ef milk; sweeten to taste, with 
any fruit syrup or with sugar, and 
then flavor with vanilla or orange 
water. Fill up glass with cracked ice 
and shake together until well mixed. 
—Mother’s Magazine. 


Peach Foam—-Pare and cut into 
small pieces four very ripe 
peaches. Put them into a large 
bowl with half a cupful of pow- 
dered sugar and the white of one egg. 
Beat well until it becomes a thick, 
perfectly smooth, velvety cream, with 
a delightful peach flavor. This makes 
a delicious cake filling, or may be 
eaten at pleasure by invalids.
